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THE ANNUAL CAR SHORTAGE. 


Every year as far back as our 
memory goes there has been from 
September to along in the winter a 
ear famine, or shortage of railroad 
cal The hope has been held out 
from year to year that the railroads, 
by increasing’ the number and capac- 
ity of their engines and cars, would 
be able to furnish cars to every man 
when he wants them, and as he wants 
them. This hope is a vain one. In- 
deed, we never expect to see an 
autumn in which there is not a short- 
age of cars, unless it be in periods 
of crop failure. 


The reasons for this car shortage | 


expense. As a result the freight yards 
have to be at a distance from the city, 
often five, ten, fifteen, or even twenty 
miles away; and when cars are once 
run into these yards they possibly 
stay there days or even weeks before 
they can be delivered into the city. 
Hence the cars remain idle, and an 
idle car is a useless car. 

Had it not been for this unnatural 
centralization of business in these 
great centers; or, to put it in another 
way, had our railroad system been 
arranged on a modified mileage basis, 


our population would havo been dis- 
tributed more evenly over the coun- 
try. We would have had fewer cities

GERMAN-AMERICAN TARIFFS. 


We advised our readers last year of 
the tariffs which Germany had been 
by way of treaty, giving 
which she has 


negotiating 
to the nations with 
entered into treaties much lower 
rates than those given to nations 
which refuse to enter into treaties on 
tariff questions. This new German 
tariff, in addition to giving preferen- 
tial rates to treaty nations, very con- 
siderably advances the tariff rates 
with other nations. 

It was feared that our trade 
with Germany, particularly on prod- 
ucts such as apples, bacon, and all 
| kinds of packing house products ex- 
cept lard, would be very greatly re- 
duced. By special arrangement with 
the Roosevelt administration, the time 
for fhis new tariff to go into effect 
was postponed until June 30, 1907. 

Within the last month the two gov- 
ernments have determined to appoint 
a commission to examine the tariff 
laws of both countries and to sug- 
gest changes in the methods pursued 
in their enforcement. Pending the re- 
port of this tariff commission the Ger- 
man government is willing that the 
provisional agreement entered into 
with the United States government 
on February 27th shall remain in 
force. 

Since the agreement was made Ger- 
many has entered into two commer- 
cial treaties, one with Norway, giving 
lower rates on certain products, in- 
cluding ores, than are granted to the 
United States. Complaints have 
already been made to the secretary 
of state and by him communicated to 
the German government, to the effect 
that this is unfair discrimination, but

It seems to be impossible to secure 
any general modification of the tariff 
without a very serious depression in 
business, and there are apparently but 
one or two feasible methods: One, to 
let matters remain as they are until

the evils of an unjust tariff become 
so pronounced that it will lead to 


political revolution, almost certain to 
| occur within the next few years. The 
other is to pursue the policy outlined 


in Rhode Island and other | 
states can be pro- | 


| sion, possibly to appoint a permanent 
| commission of tariff experts, who can 
treat intelligently with other nations, 
| and secure, without the permission of 
| the senate, such modification of the 

tariff from time to time as will best 
promote the prosperity of the Amer- 
| ican people. 

The worst feature of the situation 
is that the people have been taught 
diligently by men who ought to know 
better that our present prosperity is 
the result of our tariff system. If any 


sort of care he will be struck with 
this fact, that we are sending abroad 
twice as much value in agricultural 
products as we were ten years ago, 
and at a 50 per cent higher price. 
The conclusion is unavoidable that 
this vast amount of goods could not 
go forward at this astonishingly high 
price unless somebody was able to 
buy. Our best customer is free trade 
England, and the second best high 
tariff Germany. Now if these coun- 
tries did not have prosperity almost 
as great as ours they would not be 
able to buy this enormous money’s 
worth of goods. Therefore, the pros- 
perity that we enjoy is not due to 
any considerable extent either to our 
form of government, or the party in 
power, or our tariffs, but to a world- 
wide cause; and the only world-wide 
cause is that of the cheapening of 
the dollar through the vast amount 
of gold added to our basic currency in 
the last five or six years. 

The American people will for a long 
time to come be a protective people. 
Any change from the policy of pro- 
tection will be diastrous, and would 
not meet with the support of any 
party in the United States. No mat- 
ter what tariff is established, it will 
be outgrown in the development of 
the country, and will give some in- 
terests undue advantage and rob the 
others. Hence the necessity for put- 
ting this tariff question entirely out 
of politics, leaving it to a committee 
of the ablest men in the United 
States, men who are broad enough to 
judge intelligently as to what is best, 
not for one state or one section of 
the country, but for the whole people. 
It is sincerely to be hoped that this 
new policy which is about to be 
adopted by the administration will

ERADICATION OF WILD MUSTARD 
FROM GRAIN FIELDS. 

We have for several years past 
ealled the attention of our readers 
whose grain fields were infested with 
wild mustard to the fact that this pest 
may be extirpated by sprinkling with 
a solution of bluestone. Some of our 
readers have tried this the last year, 
but complain that it is expensive when 
purchased at retail. 

The experiment station of Wiscon- 
sin has been conducting experiments 
in three separate counties during the 
last summer with the spraying of 
granulated iron sulphate, 20 per cent 
solution, and applied by what is 
known as the Platz sprayer, imported 
from Germany for use in the work. 
The solution is made by putting a 
hundred-pound sack of sulphate into 
a kerosene or vinegar barrel (fifty- 
two gallons), filling with water, stir- 
ring vigorously for a few minutes be- 
fore putting it in the sprayer tank, 
and used immediately or kept in a 
cask until the desired time for using. 
This iron of sulphate may be used 
without danger, not being poisono s, 
although it will discolor white cloth- 
ing. If used on a calm, bright day, 
after the dew has disappeared, and 
preferably when the sun shines, the 
work is more effective. It is not 
effective if rain falls within a few 
| hours afterwards. The following day 
after spraying the tips of the blades 
of grain were somewhat blackened, 
but no detrimental effects to the 
crops, or grasses seeded with 
same, could be noticed two weeks 
after spraying. The fields should be

The spray 
was found to be effective with mus- 
tard and all the mustard family, to 
which belong rape, cabbage, etc. The 
report says “daises, cocklebur, bind- 
weed, rag weed, sheep sorrel, yellow 
dock, and many other weeds were 
partially or wholly eradicated from 
the field when tests were made for 
the extermination of the mustard.” 
Iron sulphate can be purchased for 
about $11 per ton in small quantities, 
and in bulk for considerably less. One

SOME CORN QUESTIONS. 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“IT have been told that the kerne! 
of a rough ear of corn begin to ripen 
at the cob and ripen out, thus getting 
the benefit of later rains, should any 
come. If this be true, should I select 
the rough ears for my breeding plot? 
The variety is improved Reid’s Yellow 
Dent.” 

We don’t know. We doubt it. 
is a question for a corn expert. We 
have for some years, however, been 
of the opinion—we scarcely know why 
—that one type of Reid’s Yellow Dent 
is being bred too smooth, and have 
preferred the somewhat rougher type; 
but we have such a vivid recollection 
ot our bitter experience as a boy in 
husking “gourd seed” corn, that we 
do not care to have too much rough 
ness about an ear of corn. 

The correspondent also asks if he 
should select ears from stalks bearing 
two ears, in preference to those hav- 
ing only one. Here again there is a 
difference of opinion. Personally we 
would select from the stalk having 
one good, big ear, well. matured, 
rather than from the stalk having two 
even if the two ears together weigh 
more than the one from the other 
stalk. 

He still further states that he did 
not get his seed corn put away till 
October 25th, and wishes to know 
if it will be all right to put a stove 
in the drying room as soon as free 
ing weather comes, and then dry it 
for a few weeks before letting 
freeze. We would have the corn wel! 
dried out before freezing. If it could 
not be done without artificial heat, we 
would supply that; but if we put a 
stove in the drying room we would | 
careful to have good _ ventilation 
through open windows or otherwise 
If this is not done, the corn will not 
really dry out. 

Still another question is as follow 
“I noticed in the spring that a gor 
many germs were dark, salmo! 
colored, and would not grow as a 
rule.

The experi- 
stations have made numerous 
and all of them turn out dif- 
ntly, as we would naturally expect 
1use ot the different conditions. 
e brought in a couple of ears of

! been cribbed, weighed them, mark- 
the weights, and kept them in 
office under office conditions in 
month of October, a little heat 
ie days and none at all others.

about 25 per cent. They were 
n apparently in the condition that 
2 corn would be next spring. The 
iin had shrunk and the cob also. 
Much depends upon the season. In 
ars like this corn in most of our 
rritory has been fairly well dried 
out and husking begins earlier than 


ial. In other years corn and cob 
ire full of sap until heavy freezing 
ecurs. In these years the loss from 


shrink will be very much greater. In 
1884 the Iowa Experiment Station 
built a corn crib on scales and filled 

about the middle of October. The 
shrink from that to May was 20 per 
cent. Some years the shrinkage does 
not amount to more than half that 
amount, for the wetter the winter the 
smaller will be the shrink. When the 
corn is put in green in the fall and 


a dry and cold winter follows, the 
hrinkage is very great. 
To estimate the shrinkage, there- 


fore, is a matter of judgment based on 
experience and a knowledge of the 
weather conditions. Corn that has 
been well dried out by the first of 
May, with a wet June following, will 
increase in weight even in a well 
covered crib. It seems a pity that 
some rule could not be devised that 
would enable farmers to estimate the 
shrink, and thus buy and sell intelli- 
gently, but it is something to which 
no rule will apply. Perhaps it is as 
well that this is the case and farmers 
are thus obliged to use their judg- 
ment in determining a matter where 
the conditions are so exceedingly 
variable. 





ECONOMICAL MARKETING 
OF GRAIN. 


For the last twenty or thirty years, 
and especially the last ten, farmers 
have been bending all their energies 
to the production of larger crops. 
They have given comparatively little 
attention to the question of market- 
ing, except in the way of obtaining 
reductions in railroad rates. The 
country has now reached the stage of 
development when it is important not 
merely to grow crops, but to get the 
best prices; in other words, to get 
their full value. 

This result cannot be reached by 
any such chimerical scheme as “pool- 
ing” the crop, or in other words, form- 
ing a farmers’ trust. Such a trust to 
be successful must be more than 
state-wide, more than nation-wide. It 
would necessarily have to embrace 
farmers in all the great producing 
countries, especially the United 
States, Canada, and Argentina. 

Nor can it be accomplished by hold- 
ing back crops. The interests of 
farmers are too diversified and too 
widely scattered to ever permit of 
that. Even if crops were held back, 
they would still exert their influence 
on the markets. For whenever a 
rop becomes visible—that is, when- 
ever grain of any kind is put in the 
elevator—it becomes part of the visi- 
le supply to be considered by dealers 
n the market. 

One of the ways by which the farm- 
r will get increased cash for his 
crops is by eliminating as far as pos- 
ible the middleman, and dealing as 
directly as possible with the ultimate 
consumer. The middleman cannot be 
ntirely eliminated, but by co-opera-

ith the elevator people. Elevators 
ve must have, with their improved 
appliances for handling grain; but 
here is no reason why farmers should 
not own their own elevators. The fact 
hat there is such a strong movement 
toward farmers’ elevators, and that 
they have been reasonably successful 
even under the management of farm- 


For example, we see no | 
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shows conclusively that the line ele- 
vators have been charging too much 
for the service they have rendered. 
In the recent hearing in Des Moines 
the manager of the Neola Elevator 
Company, which is another name for 
the Armour Elevator Company, along 
the line of the Milwaukee railroad, 
stated that when the farmers wanted 
to organize a company along their 
lines their elevators were for sale; 


| that he regarded the opposition of 


the farmers’ 
the hardest 
meet; that in the last few months 
they had offered four elevators to 
co-operative farmers’ associations; 
that they had purchased three of 
them, and that they were wise in not 
purchasing the other, as it was of 
little value. 

Here is an opportunity for the farm- 
ers along the entire Milwaukee sys- 
tem to take complete possession of 
the elevator business. There is not 
a community along that line where a 
considerable amount of grain is grown 
in which farmers cannot organize co- 
operative companies and offer a fair 
price for the line elevators, or build- 
ing for themselves. 

We do not think it wise for farmers 
with no experience in handling grain 
to undertake to learn a new business. 
Quite a number of the witnesses at 
the recent hearing had been in the 
employ of the line elevators, and the 
farmers had wisely hired them to 
conduct co-operative elevators. 

Nor would we advise farmers’ com- 
panies to go into speculation in grain. 
Let them do as some of them are 
now doing—ship grain for so much a 
bushel. Where the farmer has a car 
load lot he gets all there is in it. An 
intelligent operator will fill the car 
with grain of the same grade through- 
out, and thus get the same advantage 
for the man who has less than a car 
load as for car load lots. Let our co- 
operative friends think this matter 
over. After hearing the testimony 
given before the interstate commerce 
commissioners we are satisfied that 
this is the cheap, easy, and profitable 
way out.

Many farmers 
have this ability who have never been 
at an agricultural college, who have 
never made a speech on any agricul- 
tural subject in all their lives, and

what is adapted to one set of 
conditions and circumstances are 
applicable to all. They would un- 


doubtedly have been better farmers if 
they had taken part in institute work, 
and thus learned to express them- 
selves more clearly and at the same 
time to avail themselves of the best 
thoughts of others. 

The actual available fertility of the 
farm does not depend altogether on 
the original character of the soil, nor 
on the buildings and other improve- 
ments, nor on the particular kind of 
stock that is kept; but on the capacity 
of the farmer to ascertain what the 
soil needs and what the farm needs, 
in medical phrase, to diagnose the 
case, or to find out what is lacking, 
and then the ability to act according 
to the requirements of the situation. 

Our readers have often seen two 


farms, evidently of the same quality, — 


“big enough to take hold of it. 


capacity of the farmer to draw con- 
clusions as to what ought to be done, 
and then do it. 

It is not an uncommon thing to see 
a farmer do wonderfully well in open- 
ing up a farm, in planning the build- 
ings, in getting it into first-class 
shape, and then as the farm is de- 
veloped into a live stock farm or de- 
voted to some other specialty, to fail 


to get the very best results. The 
farm has grown faster than the 
farmer. 


Nor is this peculiar to the farmer; 
it applies to every other line of busi- 
ness. Some men in business are able 
to carry their business so far, and 
then they fall down. 
has grown faster than the men. The 
personality of the man is the greatest 
factor in the success of the farm or 
any other enterprise. 

We sometimes see a farmer merely 
making ends meet until the boy gets 
The 
boy, if he is the right kind, will de- 
velop it into a wonderful success. We 
often see the very reverse also. The 
farmer is a competent man, makes 
money, takes his family and moves 
to town, turning the farm over to 
his boy, and the boy fails to even hold 
it up to the measure of profit under 
his father. The personal element is 
after all the biggest element in any 
kind of enterprise. 

All this emphasizes the necessity of 
growing the right kind of boys to be- 
gin with (which may very properly 
be considered during courting days), 
and then of training the boys to habits 
of close observation and _ correct 
reasoning, as well as habits of in- 
tegrity and industry. 





ARE YOU READY FOR WINTER. 


The election is now past and it is 
time to raise the question: Are you 
ready for winter? Is the house com- 
fortable? Have you banked up where 
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necessary? Have you storm windows 
and storm doors? Have you a good 
wood pile or a well filled coal bin? 
Have you plenty of hay for your live 
stock, either in well made stacks, or, 
better, in sheds or in the barn? Have 
you the necessary shedding for your 
cattle? Have you provided for the 
comfort of the domestic animals as 
you have for your family? If not, 
what is lacking, and how soon can it 
Le remedied? 

We are quite well aware that it is 
a busy time. The west has a great 
crop of corn, which is now passing 
into the cribs. The year has been one 
ot great abundance. There is work 
for every day except the Sabbath, and 
every hour of daylight. Still, getting 
ready for winter in the ways above 
mentioned is quite as important as 
getting in the corn. 





IMPROVED CORN FOR WISCONSIN. 


A variety of corn that yields from 
75 to 100 bushels of shelled corn per 
acre has been developed at the Wis- 
consin Experiment Station by Agron- 


omist Ransom A. Moore. This corn, 
which is known as “Wisconsin No. 7,” 
or “Silver King,” is the triumph of 
four years’ experimentation by Pro- 
fessor Moore, and shows the possi- 
bility of producing phenomenal results 
by careful methods of _ selection. 
Twenty-two acres of this corn have 
just been harvested on the university 
farm, producing 75 bushels (shelled) 
per acre. The importance of this 
variety is evident when this yield is 
compared with the average yield of 
the United States, which is only 29 
bushels, or the average of the state of 
Wisconsin, which is but 33 bushels. 
Members of the Wisconsin Agricul- 
tural Experiment Association, who are 
graduates of the short course in agri- 
culture, have been growing this corn 
under the direction of Professor Moore 
on their farms, and have obtained 
from 80 to 100 bushels per acre, Last 
year 275 graduates of the short course 
in seventy-one counties of the state 
tried Silver King corn, and reported 
an average yield of 59.2 bushels 
(shelled) per acre, against an average 
yield of 49.2 bushels for the best of 
all other varieties.

IMPURITIES OF CLOVER SEED. 
NO. 6. 


The season for sowing clover seed 
is a good ways off, but the time to 
secure good seed to be sown next 
spring is at hand, and if the purchase 


of seed is delayed until the time for 
sowing a vast amount of impure seed 
will be sown next year. 

In a previous article we have urged 
farmers to secure samples either from 
their neighbors or in the open mar- 
ket, and either test the samples them- 
selves or have them tested at the ex- 
periment station of their state or of 
the United States, and thus guard 
against paying too much for their 
germinable clover seed, as well as 
against fouling their land with impure 
seed. The danger of fouling the land 
with weed seeds is increasing every 
year, and will increase until farmers 
adopt some such method as we have 
heretofore suggested or are about to 
suggest. 

The farmers of the United States 
are more careless about the kind of 
seed they sow than those of any other 
country in the world. European na- 
tions have laws which prevent the 
sale of impure seed in their home mar- 
kets. The only place where they al- 
low these weeds to be disposed of is 
some careless country, and the United 
States is chosen above all others, be- 
cause the farmers here are less care- 
ful in the purchase of seed than in 
any other section of the world. 

When we tell our readers that the 
Unite] States exports from five to 
thirty million pounds of clover seed 
per annum, and that at the same time 
we are importing a good deal of clover 
seed, they may ask the reason why. 
Simply and solely because seeds that 
are imported from a country where 
clover seed is high to a country where 
clover seed is low are such as cannot 
be used in the country of their orig:n. 
They take our good seed, paying a 
good price for it, and sell us their 
poor and foul seed because they are 


not allowed to sell it at home, and 
they must therefore get for it just 
| what they can. 


For example, Canada ships us some 
clover seed. She has a very stringent 
seed law, and will not allow seed that 
contains more than a very small num- 
ber of weed seeds to be sold at all: 
but the'r law contains a very interest- 
ing clause: “The provisions containe1 
in this act shall not apply to seed 
marked ‘not absolutely clean,’ and 
held or sold for export only.” The 
Canadian farmer cannot sell in his 





home markets his screenings or seeds | 


contain ng weeds in any quantity, but 
he can ship them over to a seedsman 
in the United States. A large part of 
some of these seed dealers’ profits is 
from the sale of screenings and low 
grade seeds. Good seed is worth 
about fifteen cents a pound; but these 
dealers can pay from three to ten cents 
for screenings or foul seed, mix them 
with more or less good seed, and sell 
them at a cheap price to the farmer 
who has the “bargain itch,” knowing 
that this fellow will buy cheap seed 
and go home congratulating himself 
that he has made a grt bargain. 
While the ordinary seedsman has 
to sell the kind of seed that he can 
buy on the market, there are evidently 
a few importers of seed who buy poor 
seed for the purpose of mixing it with 
good seed and selling it to cheap cus- 


| tomers. It is to be hoped that the 
government will catch and expose 
these fellows before next spring. 





| 





They buy yellow trefoil in large quan- 
tities from Germany for the express 
purpose of adulterating alfalfa and 
red clover seed. It is a worthless 
grass, not grown in this country at 
all, and the presence of yellow trefoil 
in clover or alfalfa seed indicates be- 
yond all question that it is either for- 
eign seed or home-grown seed which 
has purposely been adulterated by 
some scoundrel. 

The worthless seed brought in from 
Canada is pretty sure to contain Can- 
ada thistle, one of the worst pests that 
ever cursed the farmer. Bulletin No. 
8 of the Canadian Department of 
Agriculture reports that 23 per cent 
of 163 samples examined in that coun- 
try contained Canada thistle. Clover 
seed imported from Chile is almost 
certain to contain dodder, and _ the 
same may be said ef seed imported 
from Germany, which contains what 
is known as clover dodder. Field dod- 
der, the seeds of which differ consid- 
erably from clover dodder, may be 
found in some of our home-grown 
seed. 

We also have a number of native 
weeds which are exceedingly danger- 
ous, among which are three varieties 
of plantain, variously known as buck-

Our readers will 
that something over a year 
ago the German government 
a new tariff act, in which the duties 
on all sorts of live stock and agricul- 
tural products were marked up to a 
point which would absolutely prohibit 
the exportation to that conntry of any 
of our surplus stuff. In this new tariff 
Germany fixed two scehdules, one very 
much lower than the other, and gave 
notice that such countries as entered 
nto satisfactory arrangements with 
that government would have the ben- 
elit of the lower schedule, but those 
countries which did not make satis- 
factory arrangements would be forced 
to come in under the high schedule. 
This new tariff act of Germany was 
to go into effect March 1, 1906. When 
it was found that our congress would 
not act on the matter by that time, 
the state department, after consider- 
able correspondence and negotiations, 
arranged with Germany to give our 
products the minimum rate until June 
30, 1907, thus giving us plenty of time 
to arrange for satisfactory trade 
deals, provided we desired to do so. 
his tariff commission appointed by 
the president consists of three tariff 
experts. Dr. S. N. D. North, who was 
the director of the permanent census, 
is chairman of the commission; the 
other two members are Jas. L. Gerry, 
of Maryland, chief of the Customs 
Division of the Treasury, and N. I. 
Stone, the tariff expert of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor. Mr. 
Stone is especially well informed con- 
cerning the need of extending our 
market for live stock and agricultural 
products. This commission is not 
authorized to conclude any arrange- 
menis but is directed to go to Ger- 
many, meet with the commission ap- 
pointed by the Germans, and thor- 
oughly investigate the whole situation.

a report of their investigations, and 
such recommendations as they think 
proper. 


The appointment of this commission 
is the most hopeful sign we have yet 
had. Coming as it does at this par- 
ticular time when the republicans of 
the country and of the west particu- 
larly have served notice by their votes 
that stand-patism does not meet their 
approval, it is to be hoped that much 
zood will result. The quicker the re- 
publican party recognizes the strength 
of the demand for modification of 
some of our tariff schedules, the bet- 
ter it will be, both for the party and 
the people of the country. The time 
has gone past when the farmers and 
stockmen of the west will remain 
quiet while their interests are being 
sacrificed for the benefit of a few 
one-horse factories in the east. The 
defeat of Congressman Lacey, of 
lowa, who publicly announc:d him- 
self a “standpatter from Standpatters- 
ville;” 
other of the same sort; of Babcock, 
of Wisconsin; and of Wadsworth, 
of New York—all of them veterans in 
congress—is_ significant as 
what will happen to others if they do 
take a sensible business view of 
this question.

EDUCATING THE COLT. 


In a recent issue we gave some sug- 
sestions as to the best method of 
‘raining, or educating, or, to use the 
more common but misleading term. 
breaking the colt. Since that article 
vaS written we find the following in 
the “Outing” for November, entitled 

3reaking the Colt,” by F. M. Ware. 
which states our views on the matter 
nh @ somewhat different way: 

“There should be only three com- 
mands for the colt. First, to halter- 
break the baby, he is from birth 
pushed about with the attendant’s 
hand under his neck and behind his 
quarters for a few minutes every time 
one goes near the dam. As you push 
him ahead always say C’lk a_ few 
times; as you hait him, say 
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Whoa! sharp and loud; as you push 
him back say Back! at each stop. He 
associates the words with the action; 
what seems to him play is really a 
lesson; he takes the idea at once, and 
like all first impressions, it is indeli- 
ble. At about three weeks put on 
him a little halter of soft leather, fit- 
ting snugly about the nose and under 
the throat that he may not catch a 
hind or fore foot in it, and for a few 
days push him about just a step or 
two by this; then run a cord through 
the jaw-piece (better than a snap 
hook, as it can be at once released), 


| and as you lead the mare, use this 


also on him, but never let him fight 
it, or make it irksome to him. 
about this time really halter-train him 


| to lead, and to do this have someone 


hold the mare; put the rope through 
his chin-strap, start to lead him, and 
when he hangs back, as he will, brace 
yourself, and let him “pull it out.” 
At this age you can easily handle him; 
never snatch or jerk him; never look 
at him (this is very important, as the 
fixed gaze of the human eye is terrify- 
ing and disconcerting to all animals);

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THREE SERIOUS CORN PESTS IN 
ILLINOIS. 


For several years past while lectur- 
ing at farmers’ institutes in the black 
soil belt of Illinois, we have warned 
farmers that the great Farmer of 
farmers will not allow them to for- 
ever go on growing corn and selling 
it in the open market, even if for the 
present it pays them from six to eight 
dollars an acre profit. We told them 
that they would sooner or later re- 


ceive an imperative “Thou shalt not” 
in a way that they will be obliged to 
heed; that the corn root worm and 
the corn root louse would sooner or 
later put a stop to this continual rais- 
ing of corn and compel them to 
change their methods of farming, 
whether they would or not. 

It therefore does not come to us as 


corn country, which may be described 
as extending from Farmer City on the 
east to Mackinac on the west, from 
Kerrick on the north to Decatur on 
the south, 161,000 acres of corn, worth 
$2,500,000 had been totally destroyed 
by the corn root louse, and that sim- 
ilar losses had occurred in the district 
from Prophetstown to Mendota one 
way, and from Dixon to Buda the 
other. Nor would it surprise us if, 
with the advent of “drier seasons, 
which is probable, a much larger ter- 
ritory would be infected next year. 
Had this year like last year been one 
of superabundant rainfall, the dam- 
ages would not have been nearly so 
great. If the rainfall of next year 
should be as small as this, or less, 
then we would naturally expect that 
the pest would cover a great deal 
more territory and with more disas- 
trous results. 

The farmers in this black belt of 
Illinois, by which we mean the deep, 
: rich, black corn soils, than which 
there are no better in the world, are 
up against a very grave situation. 
Fortunately, they have in Illinois in 


connection with their agricultural col- | 


lege men who are competent to ascer- 
tain the facts and to point out the 
remedies. Prof. S. A. Forbes, of 
Urbana, who is as high authority on 
entomology as any man in the world, 
has recently issued a bulletin on the 
“Corn Root Aphis” which should be 
in the hands of every corn farmer in 
Illinois or elsewhere. 

We have repeatedly described this 
ant and its dairy cow, the corn root 
louse, and in discussing the matter at 
institutes we have detected a smile of 
incredulity pass over the audience. 
They evidently imagined that this was 
another of “Wallace’s fair stories” 
with which he occasionally enlivens 
his addresses and articles. If they 
will read this bulletin by Professor 
Forbes they will understand that we 
have not been giving them fairy 
stories to relieve the tedium of the 
address, but have been giving them 
some facts of the utmost importance 
to them. 

In his recent bulletin Professor 
Forbes gives the life history of the 
aphis, or corn root louse, the eggs of 
which have been carefully cared for 
by the ants. There may be sixteen 
generations in’ one year, but as the 
eggs do not all hatch out at once, the 
average number of generations is 
about twelve. It is quite possible in 
the three first of these generations 
for one female to produce 66,000 de- 
scendants. The number possible dur-

As we have stated before, these 
early generations are all vivaparous, 
that is, bring forth their young alive.

and pastures new.” It is only on the

by the ants, kept over winter, carried | 


in the early spring to the roots of 
smartweed or fox-tail or anything else 
the farmer allows to grow in his corn 
field, then carefully carried by the 
ants to the tender roots of the corn 
as soon as it appears above ground. 


The ant simply picks up its cow, car- 


ries it to the corn plant, digs down, 


lays the cow on the root, and in due | 


time comes back and milks it; that 
drinks the milky-looking fluid 
which is secreted from the anterior 
part of the ant. This is no fairy story, 
but a simple, scientific fact. 

What is to be done about it? This 
variety of plant louse lives altogether 
in the ground except when be:ng car- 
ried by the ants. The ant itself i!ves 
underground most of the time. Hence 
there is no way of killing either the 
ants or the plant lice. What, then, 
is to be done? 

Two things: First, quit growing 
corn year after year on the same 
land. The injury done in the section 
mentioned, which has long been 
known as the very center of the corn 
belt, has not been done exclusively 
by the ant, but by the corn root worm 
as well, and by the grub worm; but 
the ant seems to be the greatest 
enemy and the one most difficult to 
combat. The corn root worm can be 
avoided by simply planting something 
else than corn. The grub worm has 
a parasite which materially lessens 
its numbers. This parasite is a little 
insect which stings the grub 
stupefaction, 
substance which 
grub’s back, and lays an egg in this 
glue. This egg hatches out a maggot, 
which sucks the blood of the grub, 
and then eats it all up but the horny 
parts. There is no known parasite 
for either the red ant or the corn 
root louse. Worse than this, when a 
field infested with the corn root worm 
is sowed to some other grain, the 
larvae die from starvation, as they 
cannot live on the roots of wheat, 
oats, or grass, but the corn root louse 
can be carried by ants, or in its 
winged form can travel and be picked 
up by ants elsewhere. Hence a very 
large section can be infested in a 
year. Still worse, while there are 
preventive measures which the farmer 
can use on his own farm, if his brother 
farmers are careless much of his 
effort is wasted. 


However, a good deal can be done. 
In these infested districts in no case 
should corn be planted after corn. 
Something can be done by soaking 
the seed with kerosene or turpentine 
before planting. This will protect the 
young plant for several weeks, but the

ground as early as possible in the 
spring and thus scatter the nests of 
the ants and their young, and the 
aphides and their eggs again and 
again through the ground, destroying 
the weeds on which they live as fast 
as they spring up. This will starve 
both the ants and aphides or plant 
lice. The ants may leave the field 
in order to escape starvation, but they 
cannot very well take their plant lice 
with them. 

This is no longer an experiment. 
In the spring of 1904 and 1905 Pro- 
fessor Forbes selected infested fields 
in different localities, gave to one part 
of »each field the usual spring treat- 
ment as a preparation for corn, and 
gave the remainder repeated and thor- 
ough cultivation. In the latter case 
he disked the field three times be 
tween the earliest date for plowing 
and the usual time for planting corn, 
planted rather late in May and culti- 
vated the corn thoroughly, with the 
result that the ants and aphides were 
reduced 92 per cent, and the number 


of hills infested by the ants were re- | 


duced 64 per cent, and by the plant 
The treatment was 
effective in proportion to the number 
of diskings. Therefore, when possible, 
in that section should 
grow something else in corn fields 
that they know to be infested with 
these pests; and if they are obliged 
to plant to corn, plant fewer acres 








the acre. This is the best advice that 
can be given at present. 


The section of Illinois referred to 
and some parts of Iowa, have become 
so thoroughly infested with the 
aphides that it will be necessary to 
modify the system of agriculture 
heretofore in vogue. Farmers in the 
black belt of Illinois will have to study 
how to grow fewer acres of corn and 
keep more stock, even if it does re- 
quire the younger generation to learn 
a business with which they are not ac- 
quainted, but in which their fathers 
were noted as experts. 


We are telling our readers in Illi 
nois no new thing; nor are we sur- 
prised at the results this year. As 
much as ten years ago, on our first 
visit to farmers’ institutes, we told 
the farmers that they could not go on 
forever growing corn and keeping so 
few cattle that they could scarcely 
make paths through the stalk fields 
It was not so thirty years before. In 
this very country were grown some of 
the very finest cattle in the world. 
They can be grown again, and will, 
and from this view of the matter the 
corn root worm and the corn root 
louse are blessings in disguise. It 
will compel a wider crop rotation, wil! 
compel more thorough preparat:on of 
the secd bed, better cultivation of 
corn, aad will result in larger crops 
of corn, and more money for the area 
grown. 
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THE RATE BILL AND RATE 
REDUCTION. 


No less authority than President | 


Hill of the Great Northern railroad 
is reported as saying a short time 
since that the passage of the rate bill 
would spell “ruin” to the railroads. 
Well, the rate bill has passed and has 
gone into effect, and there is no in- 
dication from the prices of railroad 
stocks in Wall Street, nor from the 
reports of gross or net earnings, of 
any ruin that has come to the railroad 
interests. In fact, they have opros- 
pered as they never prospered before. 
The rate bill, notwithstanding all the 
opposition to it by railroad officials, 
has proved a blessing to the railroads 
by cutting off passes and rebates. 

It has had another effect, however. 
It has compelled the reduction of 
passenger rates over all the eastern 
territory, and it will be only a short 
time until a two-cent rate will be in 
yogue all over the more thickly settled 
states lying east of the Missouri. 

Secretary Wilson in his speech at 
Des Mojnes called attention to another 
remarkable fact, namely, that five 
thousand reduced rates were filed 
with the Commission two days before 
the law went into effect. We see it 
stated on the authority of one of 
the commissioners that early in Octo- 
ber the number had been increased to 
over fifty-six hundred. And this re- 
duction will go on. 

Looking at it in the light of results, 
we cannot but wonder why it was that 
such doleful predictions were made 
as to its effect. We happen to know 
that some of the brightest railroad 
officials took an entirely different 
view of it, and while they were not 
in favor of the law, they at the same 
time realized that it was necessary 
for their own protection as well as 
for the good of the whole people. We 
are therefore forced to the conclusion 
that the bitter opposition that was 
made to it came from men who wished 
to handle railroad properties not for 
the public benefit, but for their own 
private aggrandizement. 

No just law ever does any perma- 
nent harm to any legitimate industry. 
Illegitimate industries are the only 
ones that profit from injustice be- 
tween man and man, or between rail- 
roads and the people. If the legislator 
in enacting laws will follow his own 
sense of right and justice he will not 
make any very serious mistakes. 





DENATURED ALCOHOL. 


Our readers will all remember that 
the last session of congress passed 
an act to remove the duty from 
alcohol used in the arts and sciences, 
or for lighting or motor power, pro- 
vided it was denatured, that is, 
rendered unfit for use as a beverage 
or as medicine. 

There were two important purposes 
to be served by this law. One was 
to give cheap alcohol for manufactur- 
ing, thus increasing the small manu- 
facturing concerns in the smaller 
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cities and towns of the nation, and 
thus lower the price to the general 
public of products in the manufacture 
of which alcohol is a necessity. This 
covers a great variety 
among them hats, varnishes, etc., and 


which as a result of this law should | 


of products, | 


be cheaper in the future than they | 
have been in the past, other things 


being equal. 


We believe that this object has been | 


reasonably well attained, 
the price at which this denatured 
alcohol is offered in the market is 
unreasonably high, probably because 
the law requires the denaturing to 
be done with wood alcohol, which is 
in the hands ofatrust. From the con- 
sular reports we see that denaturing 
alcohol in Cuba costs .047 cents per 
gallon, while under the law and the 
wood alcohol monopoly in the United 
States it costs 7.5 cents.

to permit the conversion of waste | 


products on the farm into alcohol, the 
attainment of which is apparently 
about as far off as the millennium. 
Under the rulings of the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, who, if 
we remember right, opposed the law 
because it would decrease revenues, 
denatured alcohol can be manufac- 
tured only in plants devoted exclusive- 
ly to that purpose and manufacturing 
five hundred gallons a day or over. 
This completely shuts out all small 
distilleries. We can easily see that 
there would be considerable difficulty 
connected with the government exer- 
cising supervision over small distil- 
leries, and that the alcohol manufac- 


tured in them would probably be used 


as a beverage unless it was done un- 
der government supervision. 

There is a vast amount of -by- 
products and unmarketable prodtcts 
which might be converted into alcohol 
and denatured if there was some way 
of getting the distilling done near the 
farm. For example, scabby potatoes 
or sound potatoes, when grown too 
far from market or in years of super- 
abundance, bagasse from sorghum fac- 
tories, damaged corn or other grain; 
all these would have a higher value 


| when converted into alcohol than if 





put to any other use. 

Again, were the business of making 
denatured alcohol put on a practical 
basis, there would be large money in 
growing potatoes especially for that 
purpose. Potatoes are now grown 
solely for their value as human food, 
which requires size, form, color, 
smoothness, and palatability. We 
remember when a boy growing for 
stock a large, coarse, ill shaped 
variety that produced double the 
amount of the varieties grown for 
table use; in other words, that yielded 
from two to three hundred bushels 
per acre. Potatoes of this class are 
grown especially for this purpose in 
Germany, where the small distillery 
near the farm is the rule. 

According to the monthly consular 
report of the United States for Sep- 
tember, there are 72,172 alcohol dis- 
tilleries in Germany, of which 57,365 
are small farm distilleries, using 
grains, potatoes, berries, and other 
fruits, wine lees, grape pressings, etc. 
According to this same report, these 
small distilleries make from 132 to 
264 gallons a year each, while the 
larger ones make from 80,000 to 
105,000 gallons each. 

It is evident, therefore, that this 
denatured alcohol bill will require 
modification, and we fear that farmers 
will not, as in last year’s legislation, 
have the aid of the manufacturers in 
securing its enforcement. If, however, 
they put up a stiff fight for their 
rights, they can secure them. Farm- 
ers are too modest by half. They 
have the power to secure for them-

Upon 
our material well being must be built 
a superstructure of individual and 
national life lived in accordance with 
the laws of the highest morality, or 
else our prosperity itself will in the 
long run turn out a curse instead of 
a blessing. We should be both rever- 
ently thankful for what we have re- 
ceived, and earnestly bent upon turn- 
ing it into a means of grace and not 
of destruction. 

Accordingly, I hereby set apart 
Thursday, the twenty-ninth day of 
November, next, as a day of Thanks- 
giving and supplication, on which the 
people shall meet in their homes or 
their churches, devoutly acknowledge 
all that has been given them, and pray 
that they may in addition receive the 
power to use these gifts aright.

THE HARDY CATALPA., 
Farmers are paying a good deal 





more attention in recent years to for- | 


estry than heretofore. Lumber 


is | 


high, posts are high, and there is no | 


indication that they will be any lower 
in years to come. It has been pretty 
thoroughly demonstrated that it is 
possible for many farmers to grow 
their own posts cheaper than they can 
buy them. This, of course, does not 
apply to the timber sections, where 
there is as yet a sufficient supply; 
but for the prairie sections that are 
dependent on timber sections for their 
supply of posts. 

In many sections the best tree to 
select for growing posts is the hardy 
catalpa. The great objection to plant- 
ing the catalpa is the difficulty of 
securing what is known as the west- 
ern type, commonly known as the 
hardy catalpa. The southern type is 
worthless for posts. 

We have on our own lawn two 
trees which, when we took possession 
fifteen years ago, had apparently been 
planted at the same time and by the 
same man. One is a hardy catalpa 
and is now a magnificent tree. The 
farmer who had an acre of such trees 
fifteen years ago would have been 
able to secure posts to keep in repair 
the fencing on a hundred and sixty 
acres indefinitely, because the catalpa 
grows from the stump when cut down, 
not from the root. Hardy catalpa 
groves when properly cared for per- 
petuate themselves. The other tree 
is evidently of the soft variety, which 
grows up every year eight or ten feet 
high, and kills off every winter. 

The point we make is that if farm- 
ers wish to plant catalpas next year 
they should select the seeds now— 
the sooner the better—from trees that 
have maintained a straight, vigorous 
growth, and have withstood the frosts 
of the last ten or fifteen years. The 
seed will be found in a pod a foot or 
more long, which can be kept in a 
dry place till next summer. We will 
then give full instructions as to plant- 
ing and cultivating. If boys who have 
the opportunity will gather seed of 
the hardy variety they will have no 
difficulty selling it next spring.

FATTENING PIGS ON CORN AND 


TANKAGE. 


Many of the most progressive farm- 
ers of the west have in recent years 
been using more or less tankage in 
connection with corn, both for grow- 
ing pigs and fattening hogs. Tankage 
is concentrated protein made from 
scraps of meat, trimmings from beef 
carcasses, then dried and ground and 
put on the market as hog feed. So 
far as our experience and observation 
go to its use is profitable, especially 
when farmers do not have clover or 
alfalfa pasture, or some other feed 
rich in protein and also in ash. 

The Nebraska Experiment Station 
has during the last two years been 
conducting a series of experiments for 
the purpose of determining the best 
method of feeding tankage, the 
amount to be fed, and its value when 
fed in connection with corn. 

In one of these experiments, which 
lasted from July 15th to September 9, 
1905, one lot was fed soaked corn; 
the second lot, 95 per cent of soaked 
corn and 5 per cent of tankage soaked 
with the corn; the third lot, 90 per 
cent soaked corn and 10 per cent tank- 
age soaked with it. These hogs were 
somewhat mature, varying from 170 
to 183 pounds in weight. All made 
good gains. Lot 1 (fed on soaked 
corn) made an average gain per day 
of 1.16 pounds; Lot 2 (fed on 95 per 
cent soaked corn, 5 per cent tankage), 
1.44 pounds; Lot 3 (fed on 90 per cent 
soaked corn and 10 per cent tankage), 
1.3 pounds. The price received per 
bushel of corn fed to Lot 1 was 52 
cents; Lot 2, 57 cents; Lot 3, 47 cents. 
The cost of 100 pounds of gain in Lot 
1 was $3.76; Lot 2, $3.55; Lot 3, $4.32. 
The hogs were sold at $4.90 per hun- 
dredweight. 

Another experiment was begun May 
14, 1906. Thirty hogs were separated 
into three lots and fed as in the ex- 
periment described above, except that 
the tankage was not soaked. They 
were fed in this way for eight weeks, 
with the following results: Lot 1 
made an average gain per day of 1.26 
pounds at a cost of $3.04 per 100 
pounds, giving 78 cents per bushel as 
the price of the corn consumed. Lot 
2 made a gain of 1.51 pounds a day at 
a cost of $2.88 per 100 pounds, giving 
98 cents per bushel of corn. Lot 3 
made an average daily gain of 1.53 
pounds at a cost of $3.09, and paid 85 
cents per bushel of corn. 

Another experiment was conducted, 
beginning August 26, 1905. In this 
lot one was fed a ration of 80 per 
cent corn and 20 per cent shorts; Lots 
2 and 3 were fed as in the previous 
experiments. All the lots had good 
alfalfa pasture. The average gain per 
day for Lot 1 (fed on corn and shorts) 
was .75 of a pound, and the cost per 
100 pounds of gain $3.35. Lot 2 (fed 
corn and 5 per cent tankage) gained 
1.03 pounds per day at a cost of $2.67 
per 100 pounds of gain. Lot 3 (fed 
corn and 10 per cent tankage) made 


the same gain per day as Lot 2, but 


at a cost of $2.93 per 100 pounds. 

In commenting upon the results the 
station says: The cost of producing 
pork has always been lessened by the 
addition of 5 per cent of tankage to 
soaked or shelled corn, and in the 
last mamed experiment the cost of 
gains was lessened 68 cents per 100 
pounds by using 5 per cent tankage, 
over the cost when using 20 per cent 
of shorts. 

Another interesting experiment in 
this connection was that for determin- 
ing the strength of the bone in pigs 
fed on corn and shorts, on corn 90 
per cent, tankage 10 per cent, also 
corn with 10 per cent ground bone. 
The pigs used in this experiment 
weighed around sixty pounds. The 
lot fed corn weighed 57 pounds, made 
an average gain of fifty pounds in 
twelve weeks at a cost of $3.65 per 
100 pounds. Those fed corn and tank- 
age weighed sixty-six pounds at the 
beginning, gained sixty-five pounds at 
a cost of $3.03 per 100 pounds. Those 
fed corn and ground bone weighed 
fifty-seven pounds at the start, made 
an average gain of sixty-nine pounds 
at a cost of $3.48 per 100 pounds. 
Those fed on corn and shorts weighed 
fifty-nine pounds, made an average 
gain of forty-one pounds at a cost of 
$4.24 per 100 pounds. 

At the conclusion of the experiment 
three hogs were withdrawn from each 
jot and slaughtered for the purpose of 
seeing what effect the several rations 
had produced on the strength of bone.

SOIL WASHING. 


An Illinois correspondent living in 
a section where the farms generally 
are used for the production of corn 
and oats for sale on the market, and 
| consequently deteriorating in quality, 
| writes that he wishes to secure 
enough stock to feed all he raises and 
put the manure on the land. The land 
is slightly rolling and beginning to 
wash in different places. He wishes 
to know if enriching the soil by grow- 
ing clover and hauling out the manure 
will prevent soil washing. 

It is very easy to answer this ques- 
tion by stating that the growing of 
clover and hauling out of manure will 


tend to prevent soil washing. This 
answer, however, will be of little use 
unless we understand to some extent 
the phenomena of soil washing. 

When these western states were 
first opened up by farmers from the 
older lands of the east, a common re- 
mark, doubtless made in every state, 
every county, every township, and 
every community, was that “this land 
stands more wet weather and ntore 
dry weather than any land I ever 
saw.” There was little complaint of 
soil washing when the land was new 
and well stored with humus. When, 
however, these lands had been worked 
for from ten to thirty years, depend- 
ing upon their character, the soils be- 
gan to wash, the worn out lands wash- 
ing much more than lands kept in 
grass and in good tilth, and the farmer 
began to see that a warranty deed 
would no longer hold his land. Why 
was it? 

These soils in the early days were 
filled with humus, which served sev- 
eral purposes aside from keeping on 
hand always an abundant and avail- 
able supply of fertility. The humus 
kept the soil particles apart, permit- 
ting thorough aeration of the soil and 
full development of the plant roots. 
Again, the humus prevented soils 
from becoming crusted following a 
heavy rain. When there is much clay 
in land its relative proportion in- 
creases as the humus decreases, and 
when a dashing rain comes the upper 
surface becomes closely compacted, 
crusted, and the air cushion in the 
soil below prevents the sinking of the 
water or rainfall. The soil water be- 
gins to run off in rivulets, then forms 
into considerable streamlets, which 
soon cut through the crust on the top 
and begin to carry off the compara- 
tively dry soil under this crusted sur- 
face. 

Every farmer must have noticed 
that a deep, rich loam soil does not 
wash; neither does a sandy soil, for 
the reason that the water passes 
through it downward rapidly. When, 
however, it comes to a clay stratum, 
it is forced out laterally, and then 
washing begins in earnest. It has 
therefore become a maxim that clay 
soils wash, while loamy soils or any 
kind of soils abundantly supplied with 
humus do not. Every farmer who will 
keep his eyes open and note his own 
fields and his neighbors’ flelds, and 
the character of their soils, can readi!y 
confirm these statements. 

Replying more directly to our cor- 
respondent’s question: If he will 
keep his land stored with clover roots 
and will haul out the manure, he will 
increase the humus content of his 
soil and just in that proportion de 
crease soil washing. We do not say 
that it will absolutely stop it, because 
under western conditions we are sub- 
ject to heavy floods which will wash 
more or less under any conceivable 
condition; but it is safe to say that, 
otber things being equal, the soil 
plentifully supplied with humus and 
filled with growing roots, as such 
soils are, will wash to the minimum 
extent. 

When a soil which was black in 
the beginning becomes a lighter 
shade, and the clay spots begin to 
appear on the hillsides, then soil 
washes badly. Fortunately, the farm- 
er then begins to realize the situation 
and starts in to improve his methods. 
One of the first improvements that 
this man makes is to subscribe for a 
first-class agricultural paper, read it, 
and follow its suggestions.

CATCHING THE THANKSGIVING 
TURKEY. 


The time has come to catch the tur- 
keys for Thanksgiving. For the past 
month they have been putting on flesh 
at an astonishing rate. Looking at 
the flock in August the result of your 
summer’s work seemed trifling—so 
few, small turkeys in return for the 
time spent in making cottage cheese, 
} cutting dandelion tops and burdock 
| roots, carrying home heavy packages 
| of oyster shell, and making cob char- 
coal. You washed your hands of them, 
you refused to hunt them up at night, 
refused to prepare feed for them, 
somtimes you even forgot you had 
them unless asked as to the number, 
and then you answered evasively that 
you had “hatched about fifty but had 
lost some.” But now that it is time 
for the round-up, you slip up behind 
a gobbler unsuspiciously eating the 
grain with which you have enticed 
him, clutch him by the legs, and bring 
him jn to be weighed. It is surpris- 
ing how quickly a turkey submits to 
its fate! The crossest gobbler when 
once caught and held struggles but 
very little. In fact, after the 











fectly passive. As you carry the 
young gobbler in you note the beauty 
of his plumage, the sheen of the 
Bronze or the pure white of the White 
Holland; you are surprised at his 
weight, and regret the fate that is in 
store for him. A _ cockerel is so 
biggoty and makes himself such a 
nuisance about the females that it is 
a relief to have him and his brothers 
off the place, but it is different with 
the young gobblers; you hate to see 
tnem go. However, the money looks 
pretty good, and you begin to round 
them up for the Thanksgiving market. 
Let us say here that for several 
years we have watched this Thanks- 
giving market, and have never known 
turkeys to bring as much the day or 
two before Thanksgiving as the week 
before. The turkey crop is never 
large of late years, and the week be- 
fore Thanksgiving butchers are afraid 
they will not be able to supply their 
customers, so they are anxious to 
make sure of their supply. The day 
before Thanksgiving butchers are 
afraid of being overstocked and having 
some birds left on their hands. Last 
year we counted three wagons loaded 
with turkeys on their way to market 
the day before Thanksgiving. Unless 
those turkeys were sold in advance, 
their owner stood a good chance of 
losing several dollars and the feed of 
the turkeys for a week by not market- 
ing earlier. These conditions may 
not prevail in other places, but ask 
your butcher, and ask more than one 
butcher, the price before you sell. 
When you begin the round-up, don't 
stop till the work is done. An unsuc- 
cessful attempt at catching the flock 
may make them so suspicious that it 
will be almost impossible to catch 
them later. Select now the place in 
which you wish to drive the turkeys 
to catch them, and feed in front of 
this place, throwing some of the grain 
inside the shed. Let the flock become 
so familiar with the place that they 
enter unsuspiciously. Move among 
them with your feed quietly, making 
no sudden movements. Then when 
they are to be caught, shut the doors 
quickly. It seems a mean trick to 
make friends with the flock and then 
hand them over for slaughter; the 
least we can do is to frighten them 
as little as possible. The wild flying 
back and forth, bruising wings and 
bodies against confining walls is bad 
for the birds, and damages the 
carcass. If possible to confine them 
in a dark shed so much the better, as 
they will not struggle in the dark. 





ROUPY CHICKS. 


A subscriber writes: 

“Please advise me what to do with 
my chickens. I have about 600, old 
and young, and the old hens seem to 
have what resembles the gapes. They 
gasp for breath and have a yellow 
substance in the wind-pipe, almost 
closing it. This is very offensive. 
Toward the last they cannot eat, but 
seem to be in good condition. Some 
have this substance in the mouth also, 
filling the entire mouth. The first 
symptom is difficulty in swallowing. 
Some make a peculiar noise, twitch- 
ing the head at the same time. The 
young chicks have trouble with sore 





eyes, one eye only going blind.” 
These chickens are not suffering

from gapes, but from a form of roup. 
Without knowing the conditions of 
housing, we can only guess at the 
cause, but at this season roup is usu- 
ally caused by overcrowding the 
houses. The chickens crowd and 
sweat at night, run out in the cold 
morning air while yet warm and moist 
from the overcrowding, and chill with 


the sudden change, just as a person | 
will on coming from a crowded room | 


into the cold air. The blindness in 
young chicks is evidently from the 
same cause; in severe cases both eyes 


will be swollen. Separate the sick 
from the well fowls; disinfect the 
house and its furnishings with any 


good disinfectant, carbolic acid 
(diluted according to the directions 
of the druggist putting it up), or with 
a powder made of lime and sulphur, 
as follows: To half a bushel of fresh 
air-slacked lime add ten pounds of 
powdered sulphur and a fluid ounce 
of carbolic acid. Mix thoroughly by 
stirring with a stick, and use freely 
about the house, in nest and dust 
boxes. When chickens show traces of 
running at the nose (noticeable by the 
clogging of the beak) we throw this 
powder about the roosts at night. It 
is harmless to fowls. 

Overcrowding is one of the worst 
evils practiced in raising poultry on 
the farm. While most of the roup 
remedies on the market are good, we 
have but a few remedies to which we 
clibgiy.Phe hatchet for bad cases, 
followed ‘by the fire; for slight colds, 
onions,. grain soaked in kerosene, and 
lime and_ sulphur. Peroxide of 
hydrogen diluted half and sprayed 
over the face and throat is exception- 
ally good for roupy colds, but in hand- 
ling fowls with the offensive discharge 
characteristic of roup one should re- 
member that if the discharge reaches 
the eyes of the holder he is apt to 
have a painful and weary siege of 
sore eyes.

Communications on Feeding Experiments Solicited. 








A Nebraska correspondent writes: 


“T have a bunch of sixty shoats that 
have had the run of a blue grass and 
white clover pasture with a very little 
corn and some shorts daily. The pas- 
ture is very low and I have started 
them on new corn. I can get bran at 
$17 per ton, shorts at $19, oil meal at 
$33, corn at 30 cents per bushel, oats 
at 26 cents. I have plenty of sorghum 
hay and clover and timothy. I can 
get alfalfa at $6 to $8 per ton. Please 
g:ve me the best ration for milk cows 
and brood sows with the above feeds. 
Do you consider cane a good feed for 
horses?” 


With the feeds named, about the 
cheapest ration our correspondent can 
give his shoats and brood sows is corn 


and oil meal in the proportion of five 
parts corn to one part vil meal. It 
will also pay him to get the brood 
sows to eating as much alfalfa as he 
possibly can. If he can cut this in 
short lengths he ought to be able to 
bring the brood sows through the win- 
ter, provided they are mature sows, 
on two or three pounds of the mix- 
ture of corn and oil meal and what 
alfalfaay they will eat. On this 
ration the sows ought to gain a little 
through the winter. 

As for the cows which are giving 
milk, those which are in heavy milk 


| should do well on eight pounds of the

KEEP SCALES IN THE HOUSE. 


A pair of scales that weigh from a 
few ounces up to ten pounds don’t 
cost very much, but if kept in order 
and properly used they will more than 
pay for themselves every year. We 
say “when properly used.” What is 
the proper use of the house scales? 
Weigh everything that goes out. See 
that you give good, honest weight— 
sixteen ounces to the pound, and a 
trifle over for good measure. 

Also weigh everything that comes 
in. See that your pound of sugar 
weighs sixteen ounces and enough 
over to balance the paper. See that 
the lard you buy is full weight. See 
that the breakfast food weighs sixteen 
ounces to the pound. Do you know 
that you are likely to get better 
weights in dealing with the grocer if 
he knows you have a pair of scales 
and use them? Do you know that he 
is likely to be a little careless if he 
knows you don’t have them? A pair 
of scales don’t cost much, but they 
are a good investment on the farm, 
provided they are properly used. 


DRESSING THE THANKSGIVING 


TURKEY. 
After removing the pin feathers, 
hold the turkey over the fire and 


singe off the remaining hairs, says the 
Housekeeper. A little paper laid on 
the coal range, or alcohol placed in a 
dish, will remove all hairs without 
making smut on the skin. With a 
sharp knife, cut through the scaly part 
just below the leg joints, lay on the 
_edge of the table, and with a quick 
‘blow downward break the bone; this 
leaves sufficient flesh over the point 
to prevent the bones from burning, 
and the flesh and skin from shrinking 
off the bones. Cut off the head just 
at the neck; with a sharp knife cut 
out the oil sack, which will be found 
in the rump. Slit the skin in a 
straight line over the backbone from 
the shoulder up the neck, turn it back 
and pull out the crop and wind-pipe, 
then cut off the neck bone close to 
the shoulders, leaving the skin at- 
tached to the bird. The intestines are 
usually removed from the bird by the 
one who kills it; but the housekeeper 
must look to see that the lungs and 
kidneys are removed, for the market 
man seldom does this. 

The giblets are the next thing to be 
seen to; insert the fingers in the lower 
vent and loosen these organs; then, 
after their removal, clean the bird in- 
side with a damp cloth, which is 
preferable to washing, as the latter

Two quarts of “dressing” will be 
required for a turkey of moderate 
size, and the bread used must be at 
least two days old. Baker’s loaves are 
better than home-baked bread because 
they are lighter. Pare off the crusts 
and soak them for fifteen minutes in 
warm water; squeeze well and add 
finely broken, to the crumbled interior 
of the loaf. To this add salt and 
pepper to suit one’s taste, making 
quite a decided flavor as it cooks into 
the flesh; finely chopped parsley, cel- 
ery, and onion are added next. Toa 
quart of the dressing allow one egg 
and one-fourth cupful of melted butter. 
If one wishes, one pint of raw oysters 
can be added. Broiled chestnuts, 
chopped fine and pressed through a 
seive, are liked by many persons, but 
their flavor is much better if used in 
connection with a boiled rice dressing 
than with the bread mixture. If these 
are used omit all seasoning except the 
salt and pepper. 

Fill the neck cavity, sew up, and 
fold back upon the shoulders of the 
fowl, turning the pinions under the 
wings so that their tips meet across 
the back. Place enough dressing in 
the body to fill two-thirds full, as the 
dressing will swell and fill the cavity 
when cooked. Then truss and spread 
with softened butter, dredging with 
flour; place in large pan and fill up 
with boiling water, cooking in hot 
oven and basting every fifteen min- 
utes, using the water that is in the 
broiling pan. Clean the liver, heart 
and gizzard, and with the neck place 
in the pan; the heart and liver will 
cook more quickly than the gizzard 
and the neck, and must be removed 
when done. 

After the first hour and a half the 
heat must be reduced and the cooking 
be more slowly done. For a ten-pound 
turkey it will take from three and one- 
half to four hours, allowing fifteen to 
twenty minutes for it to heat through 
when first put into the oven. After it 
begins to cook it needs careful watch- 
ing and basting, for the success of the 
turkey is in the careful cooking. The 
bird should be turned so that all sides 
may be evenly browned. The oven 
must be hot enough to cook off the 
water, leaving a rich brown sediment 
in the pan, which will make a most 
delicious gravy.

We must remember in reading the 
Old Testament prophets that they 
were not merely preachers, but re- 
formers; politicians, to use the word 
in its best sense; that is, men who 
made a close study of public morals 
and of the best methods of correcting 
evils and promoting reform. Of these 
ancient prophets, by the common con- 
sent of Christendom, Isaiah was the 
greatest. Viewing the Scriptures as 
a purely literary production, we would 
say that Isaiah stood among the other 
prophets as Shakespeare among mod- 
ern poets—apart, alone, supreme. He 
lived in an age when it was possible 
and easy to note the working out of 
several great vices that prevailed in 
Israel for many generations. In this 
fifth chapter, after giving the parable 
of the vineyard, he mentions four of 
these great national sins, and closes 
the chapter with an announcement of 
the punishment that will surely fol- 
low. 

The four great nationai sins were 
monopoly in the shape of land grab- 
bing (Verses 8-10), which, however, 
forms no part of the present lesson.

“There- 
fore my people are gone into captivity 
for lack of knowledge,” 
nobles are famished and 
tude, or common people, dried up with 
thirst. Therefore Sheol, or the grave, 
hath enlarged herself, and the mean 
man, that is, the poor man, the com- 
mon people, and the mighty man, 
great and lofty, shall alike be 
humbled. 

The above is a striking picture of 
the effects of drunkenness upon a 
nation at large. It eats the very life 


and soul out of a people, wastes their | 


substance, destroys their manhood, re- 
sults in national decay, and finally in 
national oblivion, until, in the  lan- 
guage of the seventeenth verse, “Then 
shall the lambs feed as in their pas 
tures, and the waste places of the fat 
ones shall wanderers eat.” That is, 
these lands, stolen from their owners 
and their substance spent in drunken- 
ness and the gratification of their 
sensual natures, shall in the end be fit 
only for sheep pastures, and thus the 
righteous government of God shall be 
vindicated. This is evidently the 
meaning of the sixteenth verse, “But 
Jehovah of hosts is exalted in justice, 
and God the Holy One is sanctified in 
righteousness.” The desolation of the 
land through the vices of the inhabi- 
tants, or, in other words, the working 
out of the great moral laws to their 
legitimate conclusion, will vindicate 
the justice and righteousness of the 
Author of these laws. Nor is this true 
of Israel alone. The desolation of any 
land or country, and there have been 
many such in the history of the world, 
is always a vindication of the Diyine 
law. For example, our own south was 
made a desolation because it held men 
in bondage in violation of the Divine 


law, and the north suffered in blood 
and treasure, which it has not yet 
fully paid, because it participated in 


the same iniquity. 

The next sin pointed out in the 
lesson is infidelity (Verses 18-21). Be- 
cause vengeance against an evil work 
was not executed speedily, the hearts 
of the sons of men were fully set to 
“Woe unto them that 


| draw iniquity with cords of falsehood,

and sin as it were with a cart rope.” 
They were not drawn into sin inad- 
vertently, but worked at it, increasing 
their sins in number and magnitude 
as the rope maker would lengthen out 
the rope or cord. They did not be- 
lieve that the Lord paid any atten- 
tion to it, and in view of His threat- 
enings against sin said, “Let him 
make speed, let him hasten his work, 
that we may see it”’ If there is a 
God and He punishes sin, why don’t 
He do it? There was a total disregard 
of the everlasting distinction between 
right and wrong. They called evil 
good and good evil. Not believing in 
any God, they of course did not be- 
lieve in any law or in any punishment 
for sin. They held that might was 
right; that man could do just as he 
pleased; that everything was _ right 
that could be _ successfully accom- 
plished;

IMPROVED CATTLE ABROAD. 
During the second week in October 


there occurred some 
sales of improved cattle in Great 
Britain. One firm of auctioneers sold 


very notable | 


in five consecutive days 286 head of 


pedigreed Short-horn cattle at an aver- 
age of £100 19s. 3d., or about $490 
per head. The highest prices were 
paid at Upper Mill, Scotland, where 
bull calves were sold at 850, 830, and 
800 guineas. (The value of a guinea 


in our money is about $5.06.) There | 


were 


of £93 1s. 10d., and a combination lot 
numbering eighty-three head offered 
by tenant farmers brought an average 
of £70 12s. 3d. In Inverness, Scot- 
land, seventy-five head sold for £98 
13s. 8d. 

These are samples of sales of 
Aberdeen Angus and Short-horn cat- 
tle made in Great Britain; all of 
which shows two things—that 
breeders and 
old country have not lost faith 
good cattle; and second, that times 
must be about as good over there as 
here,

DRYING SEED CORN. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The season for drying seed corn is 
upon us, and with it comes the ques- 
tion, Where and how? Under ordi- 
nary farm conditions the elements 
that have got to do the business (the 
drying) are sunshine and ventilation, 
and this practically in the space of 
about three weeks.

before it reaches its winter quarters. 
The curing of seed corn is a matter 
of such vast importance as to justly 
entitle it to a mention in the corn gos- 
pel, affecting as it does the vitality of 
the seed and ultimately the yield of 
the corn. What, then, are the re- 
quirements for a place that offer the 
best all-around facilities for drying 
seed corn? First, such a place as will 
offer the maximum amount of both 
sunshine and_ ventilation. Second, 
where it will not be exposed to rain 
or frost. Third, where it cannot be 
reached by poultry, tree squirrels, rats 


and mice, or live stock that may hap- | 


pen to break out. Most of the methods 
in use present one or more of these 
objectionable features, but in a build- 
ing such as a double corn crib or a 


barn with a single or double door | 


opening above, facing east, west, or 
south (preferably south), we have a 
method par excellence for curing seed 
corn. With a door frame like this, 
6x6 feet will hold over 1,000 ears piled 
up in a single tier, inaccessible to 
vermin from without and also from 
within if protected by tin strips. In 
addition to sunshine the corn is ex- 
posed to continual suction of air going 
out of or into the building through this 


opening. In case of prospective night 
frosts or rain the doors are closed 
from without and harm _ avoided. 


After having tried all other methods, 


I have found this one free from all | 


objections and satisfactory in every 
way. Picked clean in the field in good 
season, hauled up before the upper 
door, one man tosses up the ears of 


corn like so many bricks to the other | 


man, who piles them carefully in the 
door frame. In like manner they are 
taken down before severe freezing and 
stored behind the furnace in the 
cellar. This will secure seed corn of 
perfect vitality inasmuch as it has 
never been exposed to freezing. Labor 
and time in this operation is the least

WALLACES’ FARMER 


OUR WEEKLY MARKET LETTER. 

Chicago, Nov. 18.—Active preparations 
are being made for the International Live 
Stock Exposition that will be held at the 
Chicago stock yards during the first week 
of December. The entries have greatly 
exceeded expectations and are 30 er 
cent in excess of those of 1905. The king 
of England will exhibit six splendid 
horses, and there will be specimens of 
the three great breeds of English sheep, 
as well as many sheep of the mutton and 
wool species from Canada. Foreign ex- 
hibits, as well as those made by Ameri- 
can farmers. will be larger than,ever be- 
fore, and a larger attendance than in 
any former year is expected. Ss 
as to an aggregate of $86,000 will 
be offered, and Ogden Armour, the well 
known packer, offers an annual fund of 
$5,000 for scholarships in agricultural col- 
leges to be contended for by farmer boys. 
Among foreign countries offering prizes 
are Canada, France, England, Belgium, 
and Argentina, and an Englishman will 
offer for the best sheep a $250 chailenge 
cup. The foreign judge this year will be 
Arthur P. Turner, of Herefordshire, 
England, who is an authority on Here- 
ford cattle. William E. Skinner, who has 
managed the former exhibitions so suc- 
cessfully, has resigned owing to iil health 
in his family, and on January ist he will 
become assistant to the president of the 
Denver stock yards. President Spoor 
has appointed Bernard Heide as general 
superintendent of the exposition after the 
close of 1906. 

General business is still reported as the 
largest ever knwn, and the recent further 
advance of 50 cents per ton on the price 
of pig iron is the best evidence of the 
unparalleled animation in the iron and 
steel manufacturing industry. Extreme- 
ly large amounts of money are in circu- 
lation, but the Wall street speculators 
are using large amounts, and rates of 
interest are high everywhere, the Chi- 
cago rate being firm at 6 per cent. The 
searcity of cars still hinders the market- 
ing of grain, and other business inter- 
ests are complaining on this score. There 
is a disposition in the market to market 
corn, but it is ~~ e~ to do so freely 
so long as the lack of cars is so marked. 
There is a good demand for corn to 
export, and domestic consumption is in- 
creasing. A few days ago ground was 
broken at Robey, close to Chicago, fur 


the Western Glucose Company, for the 
manufacture of glucose, sugar, and 
starch, which will consume 10,000 bushels 


of corn daily, thus providing an import- 
ant addition to the present large indus- 
trial consumption. The plant is expected 
to begin grinding by next August. 

The Record-Herald says: “It is a re- 
markable fact that cash lard is now 
selling at 7% cents per 100 pounds higher 
than November delivery, a condition that 
has not been seen in several years. The 
situation would be a little remarkable if 
it stopped there, but it does not. While 


the new pure food law has undoubtedly | 


greatly increased the consumption of 
pure lard, it cannot be held responsible 
for the corresponding improvement also 
seen in lard substitutes. Both tallow and 
oleo-stearine have each advanced about 
materially this month. This would go 
to show that there is a large consumption 
all around. Best tallow sold yesterday 
at 7% to 8 cents, against 6% to 7 cents 
November Ist. Oleo-stearine was up 
about % of a cent per pound.’ 

The marketings of hogs continued dis- 
appointingly small last week, and the big 
packers, although evidently as bearish as 
ever, were unable to prevent some rallies 
in prices. The requirements of the trade 
showed no abatement, and more hogs 
could have been used to advantage. 
Never before was the consumption of fresh 
pork and cured hog products so large, 
both at home and abroad, and stocks of 
provisions have been decreasing steadily 
for weeks. The stocks of lard are espe- 
clally small, and a short time ago it was 
stated on good authority that the pack- 
ers have made large sales of lard abroad 
that are expected, in connection with the 
domestic consumption, to e all they 
can make in the next sixty days. One 
of the strongest points in the provision 
trade is the greatly increased foreign re- 
quirements due to the fact that countries 
in Europe which were formerly surplus 
producers of hog meats are now produc- 
ing scarcely enough hogs for their home 
use. In fact, the only countries in 
Europe which have a good surplus of 
hogs are Ireland and Denmark. The hogs 
now being marketed are showing a 
marked decrease in their average weight, 
recent marketings oe averaged but 
224 pounds, which is the lightest average 
seen since June. The last spring crop 
of pigs is showing uP among the re- 
ceipts more noticeably, and barrows 
weighing 200 to 210 pounds are seen fre- 
quently. By January large numbers of 
these young hogs may be expected, but 
there is no reason to believe that there 
will be any excessive supply at any time. 
The week’s receipts were only 106,800 
hogs, against 118,029 the preceding week 
and 162,986 the corresponding week last 
year. At the close hogs sold at $5.60 to 
$6.15 for coarse to good heavy packing 
lots averaging 280 to 400 pounds and at 
$6.20 to $6.50 for the better class of 
butcher and —— hogs, sales being 
from 5 to 10 cents higher than a week 
earlier. 

Cattle have been in very good demand 
for a week st, and sellers came out 
very well. he season for marketin 
range cattle is approaching a close, an 
the receipts are now mainly made up 
of farm-fed stock, although the range 
offerings will remain a factor until cold 
weather shuts them off. As to quality, 
there is the same old complaint of a 
scarcity of the best grade of heavy steers. 
Long feeding is more unpopular than 
ever, and nearly every’farmer who feeds 
at all wants to feed for a short time 
only. A few large feeders are making 
long-time feeding pay handsomely sim- 
ply because there are so few competitors 
that the supply of well bred finished 
beeves is maintained at a minimum. Re- 
cent sales of prime beeves were made at 
$6.75 to $7.25, while the poorer light 
weight killers were disposed of at -80 
to $5.00. Sales were largely at a range 
of $4.90 to $6.30, with a good class 
offered at $6.00 and upward. Exporters 
were encouraged by further advances in 
American steers in English markets, and 
were fair buyers at $6.76 to $6.25. The 
cow and heifer trade was fairly active 
at $2.66 to $5.10, with sales of

springers at $25 to $55 each. Western 
range cattle went usually at $3.50 to $3.50 
for steers and at $2.50 to $4.25 for cows 
and heifers. Stockers and feeders were 
fairly active on a basis of $2.00 to $2.75 
for the poorer class and at $3.50 to $4.50 
for the choicer offerings. A gree many 
farmers want to feed good, weighty feed- 
ers, but they refrain from doing 80 on 
account of the high prices asked. The 
week’s receipts of cattle were 74,310 head, 
against 78,608 a year ago. 

Sheep and lambs have been meeting 
with a very good demand from the dif- 
ferent classes of buyers, and good prices 
were paid for desirable flocks. The 
ranges have been making good ship- 
ments for so late in the season, but the 
prime range lambs were marketed some 
time ago and none are arriving now. 
Range lambs that are arriving are main- 
ly of the feeder class and are having a 
large sale at $5.75 to $6.50, with the best 
lots selling at $7.25, but prime native 
lambs are selling as high as $7.60. Sheep 
have been selling freely on a basis of 
$2.75 to $4.50 for culls and at $5.00 to 
$5.75 for the better class, with the best 
mutton ewes offered for $5.50. Rams sold 
at $3.00 to $4.00, with breeder rams sell- 
ing at $4.50 to $5.50 and breeder ewes 
in big request at $4.75 to $6.50. Choice 
yearlings sold at $6.00 to $6.50, and oc- 
casionally up to $6.75. Feeders were after 
range stock, paving $4.00 to $4.50 for 
ewes, $4.65 to $5.10 for wethers, and $5.25 
to $5.70 for yearlings. During the latter 
part of the week prices for lambs and 
sheep declined under a smaller demand, 
the eastern markets being in bad shape. 
The week’s receipts of aor. and lambs 
were 122,110 head, against 119,839 a year 
ago. 

Horses are being entgoet to market 
most of the time in sufficient numbers, 
and there is a very good demand as a 
rule, but good animals are chiefly called 
for, and country shippers are sending 
in too many ordinary little horses that 
are selling badly. eavy drafters are 
the most active, selling at $170 to $225 
per head, and there is the usual demand 
for drivers at $150 to $375, with a cheaper 
class offered at $75 to $125. Fire depart- 
ment horses have been having a gf 
sale at $200 to $220, and southern dealers 
were executing orders at $70 to $90, and 
a better class was taken at $100 to $135. 
Loggers and feeders are salable at $135 
to $190, and farm mares. are sold spar- 
ingly at $80 to $135. Carriage pairs are 
neving a fair demand at $275 to $650. 
The export trade is only moderate.
